Guns or Butter.... 


Due to the rapid increase in population in the 
State of California in the last few years, an ex- 
treme emergency has arisen. This emergency is in 
the form of too many children of school age to be 
handled adequately by present school facilities. 
There is a desperate need for additional classrooms. 

This emergency is not confined to California 
schools. There is a desperate need all over the na- 
tion. All states need money to provide additional 
classrooms, to improve sub-standard conditions, 
and to raise salary scales for badly underpaid 
teachers. 

In the first session of the Congress in 1955, a 
bill for Federal aid to education, tagged the Kelley 
Bill, was presented to the House of Representatives. 
The bill called for one billion, six hundred million 
dollars to be given to the states over a period of four 
years. Before the bill was brought to yote, an amend- 
ment, the Powell Amendment, was tacked onto it. 


’ This amendment provided that Federal aid would

be given only to those public schools that were in- 
tegrated. In the final voting, the bill was defeated 
by a very narrow margin. 

There has been some controversy on the Penin- 
sula of late concerning the merits of the bill, and 
concerning Federal aid to education in general. 

In view of this controversy and of the school

to bring to the readers a discussion of these topics. 
El Yanqui has requested statements from Congress- 
man Charles M. Teague, Democratic Candidate for 
Congress, (Ui'liam K. Stewart, and MPC President 
Calvin C. Flint.

In an interview with El Yanqui recently, Milton Mayer, Carmel 
writer, expressed his views of the Kelley Bill, and offered his opinions 
concerning the present school situation in the United States. 

Mayer stated, “The end product of the Kelley Bill was a lot of very 

complicated partisan political maneuvering in Congress. As a result it 
was a bad bill—but the only thing that looked as if it might get enough 
yotes to pass.” 
“The bill had three main weaknesses. One, the amount that would 
have been appropriated under it was way too small to begin to meet 
the construction needs for which the National Education Association 
has been asking. Two, the bill touched only school construction. One 
reason American education is not very good is the failure of salary scales 
to enable people to go into the teaching profession. Three, the bill 
would have approved Federal aid on the basis of elementary school age 
population instead of the financial inability to support education. 

“But the bill was better than nothing at all, and should have been 
supported, however inadequate. In connection with these weaknesses it 
might be well to remember the words of the Nazi leader, Rudolph Hess, 
‘You can’t have guns and butter.’ In this case it’s guns and education. 

“While the Kelley Bill was an education bill, the Powell amend- 
ment, which was tacked on, concerned Civil Rights. It killed the bill. 
The vote was close enough so that there is no doubt that Presidential 
pressure could have swayed twelve voters—enough to have passed the 
bill in the House. Although I am ardently against segregation, both 
here and in the South, I think the amendment was unfortunate in that 
it killed the Kelley Bill. 

‘When considering aid to education, the real issue is democracy. 
In a democracy the citizen is sovereign. If this citizen is not educated, 
the democracy is threatened. The business of education is to teach people 
to think, and to think straight if possible. Of course there is a presump- 
tive connection between intelligence and education, but it takés more 
than intelligence alone to think straight. 

“Tf uneducated citizens threaten democracy, then something must 
be done about it. The southern states can afford to adequately educate 
neither the white nor the negro. Thirteen out of the sixteen Southern 
States are paying more than the national average for education. They 
are paying proportionately more, according to per capita income, than 
the richer states. 

“If a Californian believes enough in demoeracy to support it, then 
he will do something to equalize the nation’s educational standards. 
This can be done only through the Federal Government. This is one 
of the things the Federal Government is for. 

“If my arguments are reasonable so far, then any objection must be 
advanced in the name of Federal control. On January 1, 1863, the Fed- 
eral Government intruded in states rights to stop slavery. Now, one 
hundred years later, why can’t the Federal Government interfere to stop 
ignorance, which is a form of slavery? | z 

“Tt must be understood that in America there is no inherent reason 
why Federal control must mean control of the curriculum. On the other 
hand, if, on a local level, outside interests can control education, why 
not Federal control on the national level. They are equally bad. 

“Education must be controlled by educators. No one else should 
have a claim as to what is education. If, as a people, we believe in 
education, we will see that no one outside of educators will lay a hand 
on the curriculum. If the educators are incompetent, that is too bad. 

“What education is, of course, must be considered. Once again, it is 
to teach people to think straight. But at present, the curriculum is what 
the people think it should be. There is more vocational training than 
education. At present, the Federal Government gives money for voca- 
tional training. This vocational training, or premature specilization, is 
the danger. Education is not training people for jobs. 

“T am told that in California if 15 adults want to learn something, 
the adult education board must provide them with a classroom and an 
instructor. If they want to learn bank robbing, the State must provide 
them with a graduate bank robber and a bank for him to use in the 
instruction. I know that in Carmel 15 adults wanted to learn Ancient 
Greek, and the States was compelled to teach them. Point: an edtuca- 
tional system that teaches anything whatsoever the people want»them 
to teach, either to adults or children, is ipso facto disregarding what 
constitutes an education. AoE 

“But if the people believe in education, and the educators are good, 
there is no danger of Federal control brought about by Federal aid. 
Even if education is improved or reformed with present facilities, we'll 
still eventually need more and better schools and teachers. The only 
way to completely solve the problem is through Federal aid.” 


MPC Instructor: 


The following is an interview by EL YANQUI with Ralph Smith, 
Pacific Grove Councilman and MPC instructor. Smith was asked for 
his opinions on the Kelley Bill for Federal aid to education and Federal 
aid for schools in general. | 

Q. What are you opinions of the Kelley Bill? 

A. Well, for a long time, I have strongly favored Federal aid to 
education. I do not agree with those people who say that, Federal aid 
to education means Federal control—dictation of the curriculum and 
so forth by the Federal Government. It seems to me that all Federal 
bills- providing for aid to public school education in the states have 
provided that money for education will be given to the state treasury, 
with no strongs attached whatsoever. I was in favor of the Kelley Bill, 


_and I still am. $1.6 billion would be a strong shot in the arm to public 


education in the United States. 

Q. Do you think that the Kelley Bill as such would have been a step 
closer to Federal control of the curriculum? 

A. I don’t believe so. As far as I can see, the way the bill was pre- 
pared, it didn’t mean Federal control at all, and remember this, 
the state can always refuse Federal money if they are worried about 
this sort of thing. As nearly as I recall, the money was to be made 
available to the state dependent upon their need. 


Q. Do you think that the Powell Amendment was the instrument 7 


that killed the Kelley Bill? | 

A. Well, it seems to me that the Powell Amendment was purposely 
proposed to the end that it would kill the bill. It meant no Federal aid 
in those states where segregation existed—segregated public schools 
existed. Isn’t it hard to say to a state, “You cannot have this money 
unless you desegregate your schools right away.’ It seems to me we’re 
also denying Federal aid to children in states where desegregation has 
not had a chance perhaps to become effective. 

Clever Politics 

The Supreme Court for example, in its decision did not say this 
would have to come over night. It did say something to the effect that 
this would have to be carried out as soon as feasible, conditions per- 
mitting whatever it happens to be. But this worked two days. For 
example, it permitted a man in congress to vote for integration and it 
also cast a vote against education. I thought this was pretty cleverly 
done, myself. 

Q. Why do you think this bill, which would have granted Federal 
aid to education, which is badly needed, was an unpopular. bill? 

A. It’s hard to say. Had we been able to have a vote solely on 
the Kelley bill perhaps it would have passed, because the minute the 
Powell Amendment was tacked onto it, all the Southerners voted 
against it. Any bill that appropriates money for the states begins a 
period of ... well, we might call it log-rolling in effect. Every congress- 
man wants as much for his state as every other state is going to get. 


It’s too bad that education must become a subject of politics, and it’s 


quite obvious that this was the case. A man who voted for the Powell 
amendment, was casting a vote against education, and a man who voted 
against the Kelley Bill, as amended, was casting a second vote against 
education. 

While I favor the Kelley Bill on Federal aid to education, generally 
speaking, I am somewhat sympathetic with the Powell amendment. At 
the same time in this particular instance I would be against it. 

Sincere Effort 

Q. Do you consider the Powell Amendment to have been a sincere 
effort on the part of Representative Powell to further desegregation. 

A. Oh, obviously, yes, to further, desegregation. It seems to me 
that what we’re using here is something that is not associated with the 


Supreme Court decision, and they’re trying to“use this-matter to imple- 


ment the Supreme Court decision. It seems to me that we were going to 
have to let the courts decide on how desegregation is going to come about 
rather than in this particular case, the congress. 

Q. Mr. Smith, what are your views toward federal aid to education 
as such? That is beside the need for more school rooms. 

A. Well, let me say this. I believe that whether we get federal aid 
now or a year from now, or five years from now, I think that it is going 


to come, for a number of reasons. The states are not prepared, it doesn’t . 


seem to me, at ‘the present time to be ready to expend the necessary 
finances to build. 
Emergency Now 
In other words, this is an emergency right now. We need the money 
right at this time, and it’s quite obvious that there are a good number 
of states in the Union that are not prepared to spend this kind of money 


at this particular time. If for example we could count on a population
